])rcsiiniably because he was loo slricl in his cnforceinenl of ihfi 
pfohihilory lav/, should Iialt someone with a jerk—someone 
who lilile realizes (he kind of men with whom lav/ enforce- 
ment is forced to dea'l. When men deliberately go out to break 
laws, knowingly and v/i Hi ugly, they are desperate enough to 
meet any condition no matter how far they may have lo go. 
Tlie determination and ability to break law is governed to a 
great extent upon the conditions. A law of little popular de- 
mand becomes tlie point of attack of every man who seeks to 
live by violations. 


A law so unpopular—publicly and officially—that its en- 


forcement is a joke should be changed somewhat. Such un- 
popular laws become the objects of open attack and violation. 
Men who otherwise would not be crooks are made so without 
purpose and without gain. They pick their course under the 
stimulus of 'public opinion and trust for an escape because 
of it.
